The report of the Air Corps Board 
has already been published in full in the 
September 17 issue, and herewith is 


presented a summary of the proceedings 
of the Judge Advocate General's Board,

Claiming that if the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department is compelled to remain

Colonel will be the heaviest and finds that 


a separate promotion list is the cnly effec- 
tive solution of their problem. The matter 
of arrangement of such a separate list is 
called of secondary importance, and a sepa- 


rate list with the same relative arrange- 
ment as the present single list would be 
preferable to remaining on the single list 


with the rest of the Army 
Recommendation Urgent. 


The recommendation is couched in urgent 


terms and reads as follows: “Recommends, 
whatever else may be done in the way of 
remedial legislation. or if nothing else be 
done, that the Judge Advocate General's 
Department be placed on a separate pro- 
motion list.”

Wilbur Makes Report. 

The procurement program of the Navy 
has likewise been remarkably progres- 
sive, according to an announcement made 
on September 29 by Secretary Wilbur. 

The important items in the approved 
program will total in cost approximately 


$7,600,000. The announcement follows: 

The Navy Department has recently ap-

Elimination in Navy 


Staff Corps Studied 


YHE necessity or advisability of re- 
questing legislation providing for the 
elimination of staff officers of the Navy, 
similar in effect to that which governs 
the Line. is under consideration by a 
Naval Board appointed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy.

Three proposals are understood to be 
under consideration by the Board. Elim- 
ination by age-in-grade, service-in-grade 
and number of time passed over, in addi- 
tion to the basic problem of whether 
such legislation should be sought. Upon 
the method recommended obviously de- 
pends the number of officers who would» 
be effected. 

Not until 1918 was selection intro- 
duced for the three upper grades in the 
Staff Corps with the omission of the 
line requirements of sea service in grade, 
length of service in grade and maximum 
age in grade and with the provision that 
“promotion shall be made only on the. 
basis of fitness alone.” 

Best-Fitted Selected Under Act. 

The method of promotion was substan- 
tially modified by the Equalization Act 
of 1926 and under this Act officers are 
selected for promotion as “the best fitted 
of all those under consideration” rather 
than simply fitted for promotion. 

No provision however was made for 
the retirement of staff officers passed 
over and after much departmental dis- 
cussion the present Board has been in- 
structed to make a study of the situation 
and submit recommendations for rectify- 
ing this cendition in the event it is held 
desirable or necessary. 
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Admiral’s Charges Start Editorial Diseussion on N ational Defense 





(CHARGES that the Navy is over-staffed and over-organized afloat and ashore, 

“ made by Rear Admiral T. P. Magruder, U. S. N., in a magazine article, have 
resulted in a widespread press discussion of National Defense. Some editors feel, 
that while Admiral Magruder was sincere in his efforts to make his criticism bene- 
ficial for the Navy, his article has had the opposite effect and he has laid the Navy 
open to unjustified attacks. Others hail the Admiral for his “courageous action” in 
calling the public’s attention to what he deems the shortcomings of the present 
organization. 


In several instances, editorial writers couple the Magruder charges with the 
General Naval Policy, the President’s attitude on Navy increases and the Navy’s 
relation to National Defense as a whole. Practically all the editorials admit that 
the Admiral’s charges concerning superfluous Navy Yards are correct, but hold 
that he has placed, by inference, blame on the Navy Department which rightly be- 
longs on the shoulders of politicians. 


JRECASTING that the little-Navy group in Congress will avail themselves of 

the opportunity created by the publicity given the Magruder charges to seek 
a wholesale cut in Navy appropriations, the New York Herald-Tribune (Republican) 
remarks: 


“To the happy battle cry of ‘More Magruders!’ the little-Navy men will no doubt 
fling themselves upon that admiral’s outspoken article in The Saturday Evening Post 
as an excuse for cutting naval appropriations right and left. If, as a matter of fact, 
Senator Borah, the censorious Mr. McClintic, of the Naval Affairs Committee, or 
some of the other unnamed Congressmen who are reported to be studying the arti- 
cle are really prepared to enroll under Admiral Magruder’s banner, those who be- 
lieve in an effective navy could be well satisfied, for the Admiral is clearly writing 
in the interests of efficient and adequate naval defense. The Admiral is suggesting 
economies not in order that we may have a smaller navy, but a bigger one. Yet 
history indicates that this latter point will inevitably be overlooked by those who 
eagerly read and repeat his criticisms.” 


OLDING that “in the service his article will not be greatly resented,” the New 

York Times (Democratic) concentrates on the Navy Yard phase and, after 
quoting Representative McClintic, second ranking Democrat on the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, says: “In his opinion half of the Navy Yards should be abolished 
as unnecessary, but he thinks this impossible so long as members of the Naval 
Affairs Committee have yards to look after. Senator Tillman always fought for 
Charleston as if it were a personal matter with him. Even Thomas B. Reed brooked 
no interference with the naval station in the Piscataqua River. Congress can close 
some of the ‘yards’ if it chooses to, but it is hard to part with “patronage.’” 


EADING its editorial “The Navy and Its Admirals,” the New York World (Dem- 
ocratic) quotes Admiral Magruder’s figures comparing the Navy establishment 
and its personnel in 1908 with the present time and concludes: “The Navy Depart- 
ment is only one of many departments in which superfluous personnel, duplication 
of work and excessive overhead exist. For there has been no reorganization of the 
machinery of the Federal Government. Congress has held it up; politics has pre- 








HILADELPHIA, where Admiral Magruder is stationed, deals with the article 

in question in a general review of the Navy’s situation. The Philadelphia Public 
Ledger (Republican) comments on the naval expansion policy and then declares: 
“Admiral Magruder has asserted that Congress and the country have been generous 
toward the Navy. There will be a difference of opinion on this score. There have 
been times, especially following wars, when the reverse seems to have been the 
case. The peril passed, interest in military defense tends to decline. 


“But, in any case, this much may be said: American public opinion will sup- 
port just as large a navy as may be required for actual or potential needs, if it is 
convinced that those needs exist. At the same time, the country wants—and has a 
right to demand—as near as possible to a dollar’s worth of protection for a dollar’s 
outlay. This is the long and short of American economy. It applies to the Navy 


as it does to any other enterprise.” 
The Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican) sums up the Navy Yard situation as 


follows: “Navy yards that are maintained for political reasons only are notorious— 
have been for generations. Yet every community or State in which a Navy Yard 
is located will make the welkin ring at the mere suggestion of curtailment or aban- 


donment of the base. Ships have been kept in commission which were almost use- 
less for combatant purposes. Most were maintained for the reason that there were 
no modern vessels to take their place in the fleet organizctions—old cruisers like 
the Rochester and the Seattle, from which Admiral Hughes transferred his flag 
only a few weeks ago, are examples. There is a bureaucracy in the Navy Depart- 
ment, and in all the other departments as well. It seems to be one of the penalties 
of our system of Governmental administration.” 


THE Washington Post (Republican) uses the caption “Bureaucracy Squeals”’ in an 

editorial warmly espousing the Admiral’s views. It expresses the belief that: 
“The Magruder article will echo far and wide. The public will believe that it con- 
tains a statement of conditions as they actually exist. Congress will have read it 
by next December, and no one can tell what reaction may follow from this quarter. 
No aonder the Navy wants to discipline its author. 

“Meanwhile the Admiral stnads on his statements. ‘My endeavor,’ he says, 
‘was to be constructive, not destructive.’ Can it be that there has appeared a Moses 
to lead the Navy out of its administrative wilderness?” 

On the other hand, the Washington Evening Star (Independent) lauds the Navy 
Department for adopting a “wise and sensible course” in asking Magruder for his 
plan. The Star says: “There will be doubtless some difference between the published 
articles and Admiral Magruder’s formal report or statement to the Navy Depart- 
ment. For an officer of the Navy in writing for publication may use language 
that is not exactly suited to the text of an official brief. It will be interesting to 
compare the two. But whatever departures there may be, it is now assured that 
there will be no sensation, for the present course is constructive rather than 
punitive.” ‘

GUARD UNIFORM USE PROTESTED. 
Chicago, September 29 (Special). 
Since the Dempsey-Tunney fight, Na- 
tional Guard circles have been seething 
over the protest made by Major General 
William Lassiter, U. S. A., commanding 
the Sixth Corps Area, against the wear- 
ing of the uniform by National Guards- 
men at the historic battle here. Na- 
tional Guardsmen acted as ushers and 
keepers of order. When General Las- 
siter learned that the men were to ap- 
pear in uniform, he wrote a letter call- 
ing attention to the regulations which 
do not allow such appearance on occa- 
sions such as a prizefight. It is under- 
stood the matter was referred to the 
War Department, but what action was 
taken by the Department cannot be 
learned. National Guardsmen say one 
of the officials of the Department wrote 
a personal letter to the commander of 
the National Guard Division, and was 
assured in response that the uniform 
would not be worn. There the matter 
ended so far as the Department was 

concerned. 

National Guardsmen claim that the ad- 
vertisement of the Guard justified the 
use of the uniform. There was no ob- 
jection by any of the spectators at the 
fight, and no trouble occurred. 

Officials of the Militia Bureau, while 
declining to be quoted, believe that there 
is a technical question as to whether or 
not the National Guard is “wearing the 
uniform of the United States” when not 
in Federal service. At any rate the 
general attitude is that “the fight’s over, 
why worry?”

After adjustment for range and speed 
of the target, a sleeve towed at an alti- 
tude of approximately 2% miles, the 
guns scored several direct hits and one 
shot severed the wire by which the 
target was being towed. A battery of 
four Browning machine guns also 
equipped with the new automatic device 
was tested but results have not as yet 
been announced. 

In response to a request for informa- 
tion regardivg the U. S. Army Signal 
Corps’ methods of organization of car- 
rier-pigeon lofts from the Canadian De- 
partment of National Defense the War 
Department has made public some in- 
teresting information upon this phase of 
the Signal Corps’ operations. 

The United States Army maintains 
and operates seventeen pigeon lofts with 
a total of 1,337 birds. The largest of 
these lofts is located at Fort Monmouth, 
N. J., where 465 birds are kept for breed- 
ing and training purposes. The latest 
development in the training of these 
birds is night flying and in Hawaii five 
Army pigeons have already been trained 
to fly at night from any point on the 
islands to their loft. Some of the birds 
at Fort Monmouth have distinguished 
records for service during the World 
War. 

The War Department has received 
word of a notable march made by Bat- 
tery “A,” First Field Artillery, from 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma, to Marfa, Texas, 
a distance of 700 miles. The march 
was made to enable the battery to par- 
ticipate in the current maneuvers of the 
First Cavalry Division. 

The battery made the march im 11 days, 
an average of more than 60 miles per day. 
The longest day’s march was one of 111 
miles. The route was over unpaved roads, 
heavy in places with sand, and with stiff 
grades. The roads were difficult to negoti- 
ate with light cars. The heavy equipment 
of the battery considerably increased the 
difficulties of the march. In spite of these, 
the battery arrived in Marfa in excellent 
condition, with no injuries, sickness or acci- 
dents and with the loss of but one truck, 
which broke down on the road.

It is stated that Admiral 
Willard reconsidered his decision to take the new post and expressed a preference 
to be left in command of the Washington Navy Yard. 

Capt. Leahy is among the senior captains of the Navy, standing fifty-third on 
the list, and has a brilliant record in the service. He has been actively associated 
with gunnery exercise, has served on several ordnance boards, seen staff duty and 
held a number of important assignments. 

He will be relieved in command of the U. S. S. New Mexico by Capt. E. B. 
Larimer, who has been Inspector of Ordnance at the Navy Torpedo Station, New- 
port, R. I. He, in turn, will be relieved by Capt. T. C. Hart, who has been Supervisor 
of the Harbor, N. Y., whose duties will be taken over by Capt. C. E. Courtney. 


NAVY TIGHTENING UP ON DISCIPLINE. 
A HALT is being called on the peacetime laxity in discipline that has been creeping 
*™ into the Navy and officers and men alike face a noticeable tightening up of the 
application of the regulations which, departmental heads say, has been “eased up” 
especially with regard to minor infractions. 

While no official orders have gone out, “Snap to it,” as the motto of the 
jureau of Navigation, is the handwriting on the wall. There have been a number 
of instances of late of this stiffening-up process, one of which stands out promi- 
nently. This was the case of an officer on foreign duty who, in a letter to the 
Department, overstepped the bounds in his remarks about a brother officer, an 
offense under the regulations which the Bureau Heads indicate has of late been 
passed by. In this case peremptory orders went out by cable to his commanding 
officer directing him to detach the offending officer immediately from his command 
and instruct him to report to the Department by letter explaining his conduct. 


LIEUTENANT DOWDALL RETURNS FROM OBSERVATION TOUR. 

{IRST Lt. Harry G. Dowdall, Inf., U. S. A., who has been abroad on a two-months 

leave, resumed his duties this week with the Army Recruiting Service on Gov- 
ernors Island, N. Y. Lieutenant Dowdall had a most interesting trip. He visited 
France, Switzerland, Germany, Holland and England. While in Switzerland he 
witnessed the maneuvers of the Swiss Militia in the Alps, and was highly impressed 
with them. While in London, he visited the British Army Recruiting Headquarters 
at Whitehall, where Colonel Clay, head of the British Recruiting Service, and other 
officers extended Lieutenant Dowdall every courtesy. He was shown over the bar- 
racks, which he says are exceptionally fine, and he was given various recruiting 
posters, etc., in use by the British recruiting service. The British system was ex- 
plained in detail to him, and, in return, the Lieutenant explained the U. S. Army 
method of recruiting. Lieutenant Dowdall has made a report to the War Depart- 
ment as to some of his military observations abroad. 


NEW INSPECTOR GENERAL TO ASSUME OFFICE. / 

| fAJOR General William C. Rivers, U. S. A., took the official oath of office as The 
“"" Inspector General of the Army at Governors Island, N. Y., before proceeding to 
Washington to take over the command of Major General Eli A. Helmick, The Inspec- 
tor General, who retired upon September 27, having reached the statutory age of 
64 years.. Rivers is expected at the War Department October 3 to assume his office. 

General Helmick has had a long and brilliant Army career. He was born in 
Indiana in 1863 and was appointed to the Military Academy from Kansas in 1884 
and received a commission as second lieutenant of infantry upon graduation. He 
served with distinction during the World War and rose to the rank of major gen- 
eral. He was appointed brigaier general in March, 1921, and major general, The 
Inspector General, in November of the same year. He was reappointed The Inspec- 
tor General in 1925 and was serving his second term in office upon his retirement. 
General Helmick holds the D. S. M. and W. D. C. and graduated from the Army 
War College and the Army School of the Line. 


LIEUTENANTS MAITLAND AND HEGENBERGER GET D. F. C. 
IEUTENANTS Lester J. Maitland and Albert F. Hegenberger, U. S. A., Air Corps, 
were officially presented with the Distinguished Flying Cross by President Cool- 
idge at the White House, Washington, D. C., on September 29, in recognition of their 
successful flight from San Francisco to Hawaii. 
The presentations were made in the presence of the Secretary of War, Dwight 
F. Davis; Assistant Secretary of War for Aeronautics, F. Trubee Davison, and a 
number of high ranking officers of the Army. The citations were read by Secretary 
Davis.

CURTIS BAY DEPOT REMOVAL TO BE SOUGHT. 
THE slight fire which raged for more than an hour in an ammunition pit at the 

Army Ordnance Depot at Curtis Bay, Baltimore, Md., has again aroused the 
demands for the removal of the depot by citizens residing in the neighborhood. 

Led by Senators Bruce and Tydings, the Maryland representatives in Congress 
are prepared to make a fight for an appropriation sufficient to cover the expenses 
of removal of the depot to some place far removed from the city of Baltimore and 
its suburbs. An amendment to the Second Deficiency Bill carrying $814,000 for 
this purpose was offered during the close of the 69th Congress but was defeated 
along with the Deficiency Bill by the filibuster conducted in the Senate. 

Representative Linthicum has stated that he does not believe the Appropriations 
Committee of the 70th Congress will cut this item and predicts early enactment of 
legislation removing the depot. 














SEEK CHIEF OF CHAPLAIN’S RETIREMENT, IS RUMOR. 
HAPLAIN John T. Axton, U. S. A., Chief of Chaplains, has been ordered to ape 
pear before an Army retiring board for examination, and rumors, which have 
long been in circulation, to the effect that he is to be involuntarily retired, are again 
being revived. { 

Chaplain Axton, according to those in close touch with him, has long been a 
thorn in the side of certain “influences” in the Army who have made every effort 
to have him removed because of his activities in behalf of the Chaplain Corps and 
his open advocacy of more rank and promotion for Chaplains. 

The fact that the recent Promotion Study Board of the Office of the Chief 
of Chaplains, of which Chaplain John T. Axton, Jr., was a member, submitted 
recommendations for the promotion of chaplains through the grade of colonel and 
for the establishment of the Chief of Chaplains as a major general with correspond- 
ing pay and allowances similar to other Chiefs of Branches is being pointed to by 
some as one of the reasons for the impending action. 

Whether or not the opponents of Chaplain Axton will succeed in forcing his 
retirement at this time is held to be in doubt due to the influence and pressure 
which is being brought to bear upon the War Department by certain civilian church 
organizations who have been backing him in his work for more recognition of his 
Corps and who only recently tendered him a luncheon at which he was presented 
with a new automobile in “recognition of the service which he has rendered to the 
Army.” © 
Chaplain Axton, a native of Salt Lake City, Utah, was appointed to the Chap- 
lain Corps in 1902 and is a Congregationalist. He is 52 years of age and is not due 
for retirement until 1939. The senior officer in the Chaplain Corps, following Chap- 
lain Axton, is Chaplain E. P. Easterbrook, who is now stationed at Fort Sam Hous- 


ton, Tex. Chaplain Easterbrook is a Methodist-Episcopalian. 





CUT IN MARINE CHINA FORCE STILL RUMORED. 
DESPITE the lack of any official verification, rumors that a part of the Marine 
force in China is to be withdrawn persist and governmental action in the near 
future is anticipated. 

It is generally accepted that a withdrawal of a considerable portion of the 
6,000 Marines would be favored by the State Department just as soon as conditions 
are stabilized sufficiently to warrant it and from a military standpoint “headquar- 
ters” would welcome a chance to bring some of the men home. With winter coming 
on the housing problem for such a large number of troops is a serious problem 
and in addition the Marines are needed for an expeditionary force at home in the 
event of any unexpected emergency. 

It is understood that the matter was discussed thoroughly by Secretary Kel- 
logg and Minister MacMurray, and Admiral Mark Bristol is completing a personal 
investigation of conditions. He is expected to submit recommendations as to the 
number of men who can be withdrawn and his views naturally carry much weight 
in the formulation of this Government’s future policy in handling the Chinese 
situation. 

With the transport Henderson scheduled to sail for the States about October 
15 there is considerable speculation in Marine Corps circles over the possibility of 
her bringing back the first contingent of withdrawals.

HE BRITISH GOVERNMENT was quick to follow the revelation of the Presi School lesson. Lot was warned to take seine’ Gham tone ner with rat} Bye wie 


dent’s increase of the Navy views by announcing its purpose to proceed with 
the naval program it had adopted prior to the Geneva Tripartite Conference, and 
progress in connection with which was held up pending the outcome of that Con- 
ference. The keel plates of the cruiser Dorsetshire have been laid on the slipway 
just vacated by the new 10,000-ton cruiser London. With the launching of the 
latter, the British have afloat eight of the largest and most formidable type of the 
class permitted by the Washington Treaty. There are three of the same type on 
the ways and arrangements have been completed to lay down two more. To com- 
plete the 1925 program, there must be ordered during the next three years nine 
cruisers, aircraft carriers, flotilla leaders, destroyers and submaines. Great Britain 
is now in possession of a formidable post-war fleet, led by two of the most power- 
ful battleships in the world, the Rodney and Nelson. 

Congress will have all these facts in December. That it will adopt promptly 
the President’s program and perhaps increase it is practically certain. 


HILE THE LEAGUE of Nations was solemnly approving at Geneva the Polish 

resolution “outlawing war,” the American Legion Convention in Paris was 
quietly relegating to the obscurity of committee files proposals endorsing the idea 
of a perpetual peace pact with France, reduction of the French debt, ete. At the 
same time, President von Hindenburg, in Berlin, was removing from German shoul- 
ders, the “war guilt” placed thereon by the Treaty of Versailles, and subsequently 
M. Briand, of France, and Herr Stresemann, of Germany, joined in agreeing that this 
question was profitless to discuss. 

No pacifist desires the outlawing of war more earnestly than members of the 
Services. The veterans of the World struggle are as anxious for such a condition 
as are the advocates of peace. But as the nonaction of the Legion demonstrates, 
there is realization that the Polish resolution is a mere gesture and means nothing. 
There is the further realization of the wisdom of Washington in pointing out that 
Europe has a “different set of interests” from our own, and that political independ- 
ence is the wise policy for the United States to continue to follow. Preparedness 
against war is the natural corollary of that policy. 

ASSISTANT SECKh2TARY OF WAR Davison delivered a radio speech on the 

aviation training of youth last Sunday night. We heard him over a Radio Cor- 
poration of America set. His words came clearly and cleanly, with his emphasis 
properly toned, and with a sympathetic delivery that held us gripped to the end of 
the discourse. We enjoyed what he said. He pointed out the present limitations 
of aviation, while dwelling upon its great and growing value. America, he declared, 
is now air-minded. The important thing is to direct that air-mindedness in useful 
channels. 

Mr. Davison has had control of Army Aviation now for more than a year. His 
methods have not been spectacular. He has taken his job seriously and soberly. The 
result is an entire absence of that irritating friction which alarmed the Nation be- 
fore he assumed office. We congratulate Mr. Davison, but above all we congratulate 
the Army and the country in having at the head of this important branch of the 
Service a man. of sane judgment, equipped with tact, and able to coordinate forces 
which for a time were engaged in a devastating quarrel. 


(CUBA IS PREPARING to remember Leonard Wood by erecting a monument com- 

memorating the services he rendered to the Repubiie and by granting a pension 
te Mrs. Wood. In common with other Americans, we thank our sister nation. How 
different is her conduct from that of the native land of the deceased officer and 
statesman.

given the American Fleet in Euro- 
pean waters by the Russian ironclad 
squadron in Trougsund Roads was ear- 
ried in a letter from Admiral Farragut, 
which was printed in the Army and Navy 
Journal of September 28, 1867. The 
Franklin, Canandaigua, Ticonderoga and 
Frolic, under command of Admiral Far- 
ragut, proceeded to the Roads upon the 
express desire of the Grand Duke Con- 
stantine, where they received the salute 
of the Russians.

An article advocating strongly the 
adoption of a new uniform for the Army 
appeared in the issue of September 28, 
1867.

Texas Auto Law Change Asked 
(GOVERNOR Dan Moody, of Texas, un- 
der date of September 12, has writ- 
ten us the following: 
“The last issue of the 
Journal carried an item 
a requirement of the State

Thig statement is in error. 
“Phousands and thousands of peuple 
come into Texas annually in automobiles 


from other States and travel from one end 
of this State to the other and no license 
fee or other charge is exacted of them by 
this State. : 
“Some time ago a certain officer stationed 
at Fort Sam Houston contended that an 
officer of the United States Army stationed 
at Fort Sam Houston ouglit to be allowed 
to use his automobile without the pay- 
ment of the annual license fee It was 
contended that the officer was only tem- 
porarily in Texas and likely to be ordered 
elsewhere, and that since he was not a 
citizen of that State he was not subject 
to the annual automobile license fee. 
“In this case it was decided that the tax 
was for the use of the roads and that if 
the officer's automobile was used on the 
highway and he was living here at the time 
fixed for the annual payment of the auto- 
mobile registration fee, that he was liable 





| 





for such registration fee. However, no 
effort is made to require officers of the 
United States Army who come here in the 
middle of the year to pay a license fee until 
the end of the year, or the regular time 
for the payment of the registration fee on 
automobiles. 

“It appears that the article above re- 
ferred to is likely to create the wrong im- 
pression.” 

We have replied to the Governor as 


follows: 


“Absence from Washington has _ pre- 
vented me from replying earlier te your 
letter of September 12, with reference to 
the automobile license situation in Texas 
You, as well as I, believe in law enforce- 
ment. As I understand your statutes 
uny person driving an automobile along 
the highways of your State without first 
taking out a license is violating the laws 
and, thus, is liable to arrest and fine. 
Certain of your authorities may wink at 
a violation, but others do not, as shown 
by clippings which have appeared in vari- 
ous papers of your State For example, 
the President of the San Antonio Hotel 
Men's Association has stated that Califor- 
nia and other States have called attention 
to many arrests of tourists in Texas and 
urged that the practice be stopped or tour- 
ists would be directed through routes out- 


side of Texas 

“When you were Att General, a 
decision was handed down from your office 
by Assistant Attorney General Stone, hold- 
ing that members of the military establish-

ment must register their privately owned 
automobiles before the same could be law- 
fully used and operated upon the pub- 
lic highways of the Stat« The decision 
included this paragraph 

“*We are fully cognizant that under the 
existing law there are many caseS where 


hardships will be imposed upon persons in 


the military service of the United States 
who are frequently changed from various 
points in different States and thereby re 

quired upon such change from one State 
to another to register and pay therefor, a 


fee upon their privately owned automobiles, 





as required by the laws of the State upon 
whose highways such motor vehicle is op- 
erated.’ 

“In your communication to the Army 
and Navy Journal you stated that if the 
officer's automobile were used on the high 
way (and where else can it be used?) and 
he was living in Texas at the time fixed 
for the annual payment of the automobile 
regzistration fee, that he was liable for 
such registration fee The Impression I 
get from the language you used is that 
unles an officer were in Texas at the time 
fixed for the annual payment, he would 
not be required to pay the registration fee. 
This is not in accordance with the law as 


Il have read it, and the decision which your 


office rendered, as cited above 

‘The final statement you make that ‘no 
effort is made to require officers of the 
United States Army who come here in the 
middle of the year to pay a license fee 
until the end of the year,’ is rather inter- 
esting in view of the fact that this would 
seem to encourage law violation which I 
am sure is not your intent Moreover, such 
an offender, if picked up by a tratfiic offi- 
cer not aware of your lenient policy, would, 
of course, be subject to prosecution 

“Il am quite sure from the reputation 
you enjoy nationally, that you will make 
every effort to give the Army a square 
deal, and I-am wondering if you can see 
your way clear to recommending the en- 
actment of a provision which, while clari- 
fying the law, will extend to members of 
the military establishment that considera- 
tion which is accorded to them in other 


States?”

omy in the national defenses he was in- 
sisting on getting a dollar’s value for 
every dollar spent and not necessarily 
advocating any curtailment in the ap- 
propriations, 

At his own request Admiral Magruder 
had a long conference with Secretary 
Wilbur on Sept. 28. He expressed his re- 
gret if his criticism had caused the Sec- 
retary embarrassment, and said he had 
no intention of criticising naval officials, 
his article having been written with the 
view of helping the Navy. He denied 
flatly that he had been correctly quoted 
in interviews purporting to have been 
granted by him in which he was placed 
in a “defiant attitude.” 

Following this conference the Secre- 
tary announced that no “punitive meas- 
ures” were contemplated but declined to 
admit that the “incident was closed.” 

In ar: analysis of the article the criti- 
cism may be classified under the follow- 
ing heads, with a summary of the de- 
partment’s attitude toward each: 

1. Over-organization for existing 
forces afloat and ashore, requiring un- 
necessary personnel. Failure to com- 
plete the demobilization of the Navy as 
much as was possible after the war. 

One of the outstanding lessons of the 
last war was the necessity of maintain- 
ing a skeletonized organization capable 
of expansion in time of need. The war 
found the Navy’s organization, then on 
a peacetime basis, insufficient to meet 
the sudden demands made on it. After 
the war, a policy of maintaining a re- 





duced war organization was adopted, 
This, though insufficient for war, can be 
expanded readily, without confusion. 
Under this policy more officers on ac« 
tive duty than are necessary for duty 
ashore and afloat, giving the Navy a 
long advocated chance to give an ad- 
ditional number of officers War Col- 
lege and other post-graduate as<ign- 
ments held essential to equip them p- 


erly for the higher commands. Depart- 
mental heads hold that the pres or- 
ganization is the best the Nav has 
ever had. 

2. An unnecessary amount of paper 
work. 

There is admittedly much ba or 
this criticism but the department elf 
has been making a strenuous effort to 





curtail all necessary correspondence. 
About a year ago the Secretary called 
the department’s attention to this con- 
dition in a circular letter asking broad 
cooperation in rectifying this evil and a 
short time ago sponsored a similar move- 
ment inaugurated in a letter through 
channels from Rear Admiral Charles P. 
Plunkett. It is pointed out also that 
much of the correspondence is a necessity 
to comply with the law and the Comp- 
troller’s procedure, 

3. Unnecessary yards, statior nd 
hospitals for peace time. 

The soundness of this charge d- 
mitted but the blame for existing con- 
dition, the department holds, dos not 
rest with the Navy. Repeated recom- 
mendations have been made for the - 
ing down of numerous shore stations but 
political considerations have prevented 
congressional approval. A yard n- 


tained in full commission when it might 
be entirely closed without impairing the 
efficiency of the fighting forces carries 
an additional cost that, it is held, is not 
warranted by its preparedness asset and 





the money could be used to much better 
advantage. It is believed that Naval 
Hospitals might be reduced but Veterans’ 
Bureau activities require facilities be- 
yond the Navy's needs. 

4. Poor distribution 00 
many admirals. 

The present war plans do not con- 
template any large number of temporary 
officers. The additional officers will come 
from the Reserve. This country has no 
permanent admirals or vice ad: ils 
and a smaller percentage of rea d- 
mirals than any other first clas ival 
power. The pay of an admiral of the 
lower half is only $300 more than ! 
tain and an effort is being made to be 
organized for war. For instance the 
British Navy has 102 admirals ts 
list and the Japanese Navy 89. 

5. Too few enlisted men. 

This is recognized. The Bureau of 
Navigation recommends the number of 
men considered necessary to meet the 
recommended Operating Force Plan of 


Operations. This number has been re- 


duced by the Bureau of the Budget

The grafter is a moth. He works only 
under cover and only where conditions are 
favorable. He respects the future welfare 
of no one. He is exactly like his name- 
sake of which ol4 block he is a perfect chip 
in so far as methods are concerned. His 
habits in the abstract are generally well 
known but the trouble with the unsus- 

ting overseer is that duc to unfamiliar 
of camouflage, not inspecting its use 
by his trusted employe, and not being as 
familiar with the possibilities in the case 
as is the latter, he does not recognize the 
grafter when he sees him. If he finds a 
trace of a moth web he is led to believe it 
is a harmless spider web the presence of 
which is readily explained away as an al- 
leged inadvertent oversight he goes on 
with his tasks leaving behinf a more per- 
fect camouflage than ever, together with 
an unintentional hint to the crafter to in- 
crease his cunning and care. 
X-Ray. 

A comparatively recent grafter, X-ray 
apparently a veteran at the game, had 
been working securely under cover for an 
unknown period of time. Unmolested he 
was getting a substantial haul each month. 
Suddenly an X-ray penetrated his lair, he 
squirmed uncornfortably but succeeded in 
camou his position so as not to show 
on the negative and when the current was 
shut off, unshaken in his conviction that 
he was secure from detection, he proceeded 
to honey-comb as before. Some time later 
a higher voltage beam caught him un- 
awares and he is now serving time at 
Leavenworth. A short time before this 
another store was honey-combed, the 
moths escaped detection, but several per- 
sons are now making good the damage. 

But what it ie desired to impress is not 
the success or fate of the grafter but 
rather—once more—the necessity of hav- 
ing a thoroughly efficient chain of respon- 
sibility in constant operation in an ex- 
change of any size whatever, a chain the 
links of which voluntarily, willingly and 
habitually play the beams of good strong 
lights in every nook and corner of ex- 
change operations and exchange account- 
ing and examine them minutely for pos- 
sible leaks. It is necessary for evevy one 
from the commanding officer to the sales- 
man and storekeeper to keep their hands 
near the regulating switches and operate 
them constantly. Among the switches 
provided are those required by pars. 2, 16, 
17, 18, 25a(9), 31, 32% and Section VIII, 
AR 210-65. These are especially important 
ones. Exc may possibly operate 
satisfactorily without exercising these pre- 
cautions, but it is a fact that in the ex- 
changes which meet with losses it is in- 
variably found that they are not heeded, 
and an exchangé officer who does not do 
so is taking big chances with both his 
present and future. 

All business should be regularly analyzed. 
AR 210-65 is silent as to this - of the 
work but an analysis along the following 
lines will give an insight into certain fea- 
tures of the exchange which otherwise may 
not be noted.

ARMY RATION BUYING PLANNED. 


JN order to insure to troops the imme- 

diate benefit of the buying power of the 
Quartermaster Corps in the procurement 
of the new Army Ration as provided i 
the James Ration Bill which became law 
during the last session of Congress, the 
Office of the Quartermaster General has 
just completed a study whereby this may 
be accomplished in the most efficient 
mannec. 

In a circular letter from The Adjutant 
General the new plan is directed to be 
placed in effect immediately and the 
general situation is fully set forth in an 
indorsement by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral. The letter says, in part: 

“It is deemed essential to secure will- 
ing and complete cooperation from all 
organizations in the plan to be adopted, 
and it is desired that you take necessary 
action to accomplish this. It is sug- 
gested that periodic conferences between 
local quartermasters and organization 
commanders, just prior to rendition of 
quarterly estimates for subsistence sup- 
plies, will provide a means to secure 
full utilization of the additional articles 
authorized for sale by commissaries. If 
this suggestion is accompanied by ac- 
tion calculated to effectively direct the 
attention of all concerned to the neces- 
sity for close cooperation, it is believed 
that the fullest possible value will be 
derived from the increased service to be 
given by commissaries.”

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Pay Refunds Discussed 
PAY stoppage by administrative offi- 

cials cannot be utilized to force a 
refund of pay or allowances made to an 
officer of the Army or Navy which he 
received in good faith, General Samuel 
T. Ansell, expert on Service legal mat- 
ters, states. This question, which has 
caused much apprehension in Service 
circles recently because of efforts by ad- 
ministrative officials to collect overpay- 
ments through applying retroactive in- 


structions, is discussed by General An- 
sell as follows: 
The recent authoritative decisions of the 


Federal Courts, including the Court of 
Appeals of the District of Columbia, es- 
tablish the law to be this When money 
is paid as pay or allowances to an officer 
of the Army or Navy and received by 
him in good faith, and it is subsequently 
held or alleg red by the administrative offi- 
cials that the payee officer was not en- 
titled thereto and was therefore allegedly 
overpaid, there is no power in the Secre- 
tary of War, Secretary of the Navy, or 
Comptroller General, or any other official, 
to stop the regular pay of the payee to 
recoup said alleged overpayment. Such 
was the ruling in the leading Navy pay 
ease of Cox. v. MeCarl and Wilbur and 
in the leading Army pay case of Pence 
v. MeCarl and Davis, and in many other 
Federal decisions. The Supreme Court 
of the United States has declined to re- 
view the decisions and consequently they 
have become the law 

Of course, if the paye officer for any 
reuson Wishes to refund he is at entire 
liberty to do so. fecentiy, it is reported, 
the Departments have communicated 
quite generally with such payee officers 
suggesting that refunds be made by the 
officers voluntarily on the ground that un- 


less this be done it will become necessary 











to stop the pay of the paymasters or dis- 
bursing officers who made the alleged over- 
payments, and further suggesting that in 
fairness such voluntary refunds should be 
made since the payee officer can resort 
to the Court of Claims whereas the dis- 
bursing officer no such judicial 
remedy The seems to have 
sprung out of a misapprehension of the 
law. & 

In the first place, it is very doubtful 
if for such alleged overpayment made in 


xood faith there is any authority for stop- 
ping the pay of the disbursing officer. The 
statute which confers the authority of 
stoppage of pay of disbursing officers is 
Section 1766 R. S., modified, in the case of 
Army disbursing officers, by the Act of 


July 16, 1892. The Department of Jus- 
tice has always held that this statute has 
reference only to disbursing oflicers who 
are “in arrears” or “delinquents” or “de- 
faulters.” However this may be, the con- 
cluding sentence of the same statute fur- 


nishes the disbursing officer ample judicial 
recourse, by providing 
“In all cases where the pay or 
ary of any person is withheid in pur 
suance of this section, the accounting 
officers of the Treasury, if required 
to do so by the party, his agent or 
attorney, shall report forthwith to the 


sal- 


Solicitor of the Treasury the balance 

due; and the Solicitor shall within 

sixty days thereafter, order suit com- 
menced against such delinquent and 
his sureties.” 

Thus, if the paymaste whose pay is 
checked whether rightly or wrongly so, 
requests the Treasury officials are re- 
quired forthwith either to bring the suit 
or release the checkage In other words, 
the Government officials who assert the 
overpayment, and not the individual who 
has received the money in good faith, are 
required, as it would seem they should

the belief being general that the mid-year 
norma! recession has again run its course, 
that the fall revival is already making 
itself felt, and that good business will be 
maintained up to the close of the year. It 
now seems certain that the satisfactory 
record made the first half of the year will 
be maintained up to the end of 1927. 

The weather has improved and crop con- 
ditions are turning out better than ex- 
pected. Good weather has also had a fa- 
vorable effect on trade. Although the Gov- 
ernment index figure of department store 
trade is approximately the lowest since 
July, 1925, it is but little less than last 
year for this period. Chain and mail order 


stores have again increased their sales, and 
retailers in many sections of the country 
are optimistic over fall prospects. Whole- 
sale trade is running somewhat below last 
year’s levels. 

Business unevenness still exists. Freight 
ear loadings are lower as compared with 
last month and the same month of last 
year, but the consumption of electrical 
power is running ahead of last yea~. Fac- 
tory employment and payrolls have de- 


creased, but bank clearings set a new high 
record in July. The Post Office Depart- 
ment report indicates smaller receipts than 
a year ago. Crude oil production continues 
at a very high rate while consumption 
during June was lower than in June of last 
year. The pig iron output was 744% lower 
in July than im June and was the lowest 
for this year as well as the smallest for 
any month since September, 1925. U. S. 
Steel unfilled tonnage made a second small 
monthly gain of about 88,750 tons.

Chaplains’ Report. 

The Promotion Board of the Chaplain 
Corps presented a comparatively short re- 
port which was more in the nature of a 
comparison with other branches of the 
service in regard to the promotion status 
enjoyed by Army Chaplains than a study 
of the promotion system of the Army as 
a whole. 

The burden of the report was a com- 
plaint against the alleged discriminatory 
legislation and regulations affecting the 
promotion of Chaplains in the Army and 
the report carried but two recommendations 
and a suggestion that Chaplains should 
be allowed to advance to the rank of 
Colonel upon a length of commissioned 
service comparable to that of the Medical 


Corps. 
The recommendations of the Board, of 
which Chaplain Wallace H. Watts was 


President, was as follows: 

The Board recommends that the general 
features of S. 3284, amending Section 15 
of the National Defense Act be ap- 
proved, i. e.: 

A. Rank for Chaplains to include the 
grade of Colonel. 

The Chief of Chaplains to have the 
rank, pay and allowances of a Major 
General. 

Inspector General. 

In a very brief and concise report the 
Promotion Board of the Office of the In- 
spector General submits its recommenda- 
tions and goes on record as definitely op- 
posing any revision of the Promotion List 
as at present constituted. 

Holding that no changes 
in the existing laws governing the pro- 
curement, promotion, retirement or § dis- 
charge of officers the Board urges that ex- 
isting laws providing for voluntary dis- 
ability, Class B, and other forms of retire- 
ment should be fully utilized. 

Giving its reasons for the views which 
it presents for the above recommendations 
the Board states that the fancied prospect 
of retarded advancement of officers on the 
promotion list is not alarming in its ef- 
fect as evidenced by the following facts: 

(1) Most officers were familiar with pro- 
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motion conditions and prospects ac- 
cepting their commissions. (2) When called 
upon to submit claims for supposed in- 
justices perpetrated by the Promotion List, 
less than ten per cent of promotion list 
officers submitted such claims. (3) The 
present pay schedule, based primarily upon 
years of service rather than advancement 
to higher grade, compensates for delays im 
promotion. (4) The verbal statements made 
by officers, including men both in and be- 
low the “hump,” expressing, in general, 
contentment with existing conditions and 
progpects and suspicion and apprehension 
of any permanent benefits to be derived from 
changing the present laws, regulations and 
customs. (5) The present high state of 
initiative, efficiency and morale among offi- 
cers of the Promotion List. Major General 
Eli A. Helmick, the Inspector con- 
curs in the Board's findings 
Surgeon General's Board. 

Board of the Office of 
the Surgeon General of the Army sube- 
mitted a report containing an exhaustive 
study of the needs and requirements of the 
Army Medical Corps and came to many 
interesting and novel conclusions, Among 
these were the fact that the Medical De- 
partment does not offer to its officer per- 
sonnel equal chances for promotion with 
officers of the Line in the combat branches 
of the Service and the Board arrived at 
the conclusion that in order to remedy this 
and to allow the Medical Corps rank in pro- 
portion to duties performed there should 
be one Major General and eight Brigadier

Generals instead of only three general offi- 
cers as at present, 

In presenting its recommendat this 
Board did not have the same problem to 


confront as that of other branches of the 


Service as the Medical Corps now enjoys 
a separate promotion list fron other 
branches of the Service. Howeve: n or- 
der to enable the Corps to function prop- 
erly and to discharge the obligations im- 
posed upon it it was recommended that an 
immediate increase of personnel be allowed 
and obtained substantially as recommended 
in the Report of the Surgeon General in 
his letter of September 10, 1926, addressed 
to The Adjutant General suggesting legis- 
lation for the accomplishment o this 
purpose. 

Also it was recommended that the pay 
of Brigadier General be increased so as to 
be equi-distant between that of Colonel 
and Major General, inasmuch as most med- 
ical officers would have to serve their gen- 
eral officerships in the grade of Brigadier. 


Promotion based entirely upon length of 


service is recommended to be retained by 
the Medical Corps and is suggested as a 
remedy for other branches of the Service 


in their solution of the promotion problem 

The Board also urges that the existing 
provisions for elimination of officers under 
the Class B proceedure be more rigidly 
enforced.
